rrtTN  CLUB  ML DAL  HONORS  MILL! AMS. 


The  Vallejo  (Calif.)  Coin 
Club  has  issued  a  medal  to 
commemorate  its  400th  con¬ 
secutive  meeting,  the  60th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  San  Francisco 
Bay’s  Carquinez  bridge  and  in 
tribute  to  deceased  member, 
Reuben  “Lucky”  Williams. 

The  medal's  obverse  shows 
the  club's  Flying  Eagle  logo 
and  “1954,”  the  year  of  the 
club’s  founding.  Measuring  39 
millimeters  in  diameter,  the 
reverse  of  the  prooflike  medal 
shows  the  Carquinez  bridge, 
the  portrait  of  "Lucky”  Wil¬ 
liams  and  is  inscribed  COM¬ 
MEMORATING  OUR  400TH 
MEETING;  60TH  ANNIVER¬ 
SARY  CARQUINEZ  BRIDGE 
along  the  periphery. 

The  organization  had  100 
serially  numbered,  1  troy 

ounce  silver  medals  struck  and 
300  non-serially  numbered 
bronze  medals  struck.  The  sil¬ 
ver  medals  are  sold  out  and 
about  half  of  the  bronze 
medals  are  still  available,  soci¬ 
ety  Treasurer  Stan  Turrini 
said. 

A  coin  collector  for  more 
than  25  years,  Reuben  Lee 
“Lucky”  Williams  was  killed  in 
a  yet-unsolved  robbery  of  his 
Fairfield,  Calif.,  "Aquarius 
Coin  Shop”  on  Nov.  1,  1986, 
Turrini  said. 


Depicted  on  the  medal's  re¬ 
verse,  Williams  was  a  coin 
hobbyist  and  collector  of  1- 
ounce  silver  rounds.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  Williams'  col¬ 
lection  included  more  than 
2,000  different  1-ounce  silver 
rounds,  numerous  2-  and  5- 
ounce  silver  rounds  and  com¬ 
plete  sets  of  most  U.S.  coin 
types,  Turrini  said. 

"Lucky  started  collecting  1 
ounce  silver  rounds  because 
he  said  he'd  finished  his  U.S. 
sets,”  Turrini  said.  “He  was  a 
very  generous  man,  giving 
gold  coins  and  gold  type  sets  to 
local  clubs  so  they  could  raise 
money  by  raffling  them  off.” 

Turrini  said  Williams  got  his 
nickname  “Lucky”  when  in 
1945  he  gambled  his  whole 
paycheck  in  a  Tennessee  gam¬ 
bling  den  and  came  out  a  big 
winner. 

Williams  was  the  founder 
and  past  president  of  the  So¬ 
lano  (Calif.)  Silver  Round 
Club,  and  the  past  president  of 
the  Vallejo  Numismatic  Soci¬ 
ety  and  the  Napa  Valley 
(Calif.)  Coin  Club.  Williams 
had  also  owned  and  operated 
two  coin  stores  in  California.

UNITED  STATES  CONSTITUTION  BICENTENNIAL  COINS 

Designs  for  coins  to  commemorate  the  bicentennial  of  the  United  States  Constitution 
have  been  selected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  James  A.  Baker.  Ill  The  work  of  Mar¬ 
cel  Jovine  of  New  Jersey  and  that  of  Patricia  Lewis  Verani  of  New  Hampshire  was  chosen 
to  appear  on  the  coins. 


Marcel  Jovine ’s  designs  will  appear  on  the  five  dollar  gold  coin.  Patricia  Lewis  Verani 
created  the  designs  for  the  silver  coin  with  a  face  value  of  one  dollar.

Congress  directed  the  Mint  to  produce  these  coins  with  the  Bicentennial  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  Coin  Act  of  1986.  The  Act  provides  for  up  to  one  million  gold  coins  and  ten  mil¬ 
lion  silver  dollars  to  be  struck. 

The  designs  selected  by  Secretary  Baker  were  the  product  of  a  limited  competition  among 
eleven  artists  invited  to  participate  by  the  Treasury.  Additionally,  the  Mints  own  staff 
of  sculptors  was  invited  to  submit  designs.  The  competition  had  been  recommended  by 
the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts. 

The  Treasury  consulted  with  both  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  Commission 
on  the  Bicentennial  of  the  United  States  Constitution,  and  provided  each  with  the  designs 
for  their  review. 

Production  has  been  scheduled  to  begin  in  June,  1987  I  he  coins  will  be  available  for 
sale  to  the  public  later  this  summer  at  participating  banks  and  retail  stores.  The  Mint  will 
also  offer  the  coins  to  customers  on  its  mailing  list. 
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SAILING  OF  THE  R.M.S.  TITANIC 


The  Titanic  Historical  Society  has  authorized  production  of  a  silver 
commemorative  medallion  to  mark  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  maiden 
voyage  of  the  world  famous  R.M.S.  Titanic  and  the  recent  history¬ 
making  discovery  of  the  ship. 

On  her  maiden  voyage  the  Titanic  struck  an  iceberg  shortly  before 
midnight  on  April  14,  1912  and  slowly  sank  into  the  icy  waters  of  the 
North  Atlantic  in  the  early  morning  of  April  15  -  the  greatest 
peacetime  maritime  tragedy  of  all  time. 

The  R.M.S.  Titanic  Silver  Coin™  is  a  troy  ounce  of  .999  fine  silver 
struck  in  proof  condition.  The  coin  is  1.525"  in  diameter.  The 
obverse  depicts  the  Titanic  bow-down  in  the  water  with  lifeboats 
embarking  with  passengers  shortly  after  striking  the  iceberg.  On 
the  reverse  the  submersibles  used  in  the  recent  discovery  are  shown 
exploring  this  legendary  ship. 

The  design  of  this  limited  edition  proof  medallion  was  chosen  by  the 
Titanic  historical  Society  as  the  official  commemorative  for  the  75th 
anniversary,  and  the  Lone  Star  Mint  of  Plano,  Texas  was  selected  to 
produce  and  distribute  the  medallion.  A  portion  of  proceeds  from 
sales  is  donated  to  the  society  to  ensure  "...that  the  memory  and 
history  be  preserved  for  future  generations...."  This  is  the  only 
official  commemorative  medallion  that  will  be  produced  as  a  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  the  Titanic,  her  passengers  and  crew. 

Production  began  on  April  10,  the  anniversary  of  the  Titanic's 
sailing.  The  issue  price  is  $39.95  each  plus  $5.00  postage/handling.

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MULES  -•  VARIATION'S  --  SWAPPOS 


All  of  the  above  words  have  a  basic  meaning  that  is  the  same.  However 
each  is  used  with  different  branches  of  numismatic  collecting. 

MULE  is  defined  as:  "A  coin,  token  or  the  like  of  which  the  obverse 
are  not  of  the  proper  type".  This  definition  was  taken  from  Webster's  New 
International  Dictionary  published  in  1929. 

This  definition  is  short  but  covers  things  in  general.  It  also  makes 
one  wonder  if  a  mule  was  an  error  of  production,  or  something  Jone  deliberate 
Things  have  been  narrowed  to  coin  collecting  and  its'  relateJ  branches.  I  am 
sure  a  later  definition  taken  from  a  numismatic  dictionary  would  be  more 
cone  1  se . 


When  the  rectangular  art  bar  hobby  became  popular  in  the  early  70's 
a  new  word  was  used  to  replace  mule.  The  word  VARIATION  became  very  popular 
and  became  a  catch-all  for  everything  out  of  the  ordinary.  Errors  of  producti 
deliberate  changes  of  reverses,  and  almost  anything  else  you  could  think  of 
became  a  variation. 

Generalization  of  this  word  was  brought  about  by  the  so  called  mints 
that  were  issuing  bars.  Most  of  them  had  several  different  reverses,  and 
different  reverses  were  used  with  the  same  obverse.  In  some  cases,  the  revers 
was  used  to  'ark  the  production  year.  Other  times  the  reverse  was  used  to 
mark  a  production  number  -The  authors  of  the  original  Guide  Book  were 
aware  of  all  the  odd  ball  things,  and  put  together  a  good  book.  Thev  had  no 
idea  which  reverse  was  used  first,  and  which  was  last  for  those  mints  having 
several  different  reverses.  Code  numbers  were  assigned  randomly  for  the 
known  reverses.  As  time  passed,  other  reverses  were  discovered  that  were 
incorporated  in  later  editions. 

...  .  .}n  5he  Past  leu  ye3rs.  silver  rounds  have  become  a  popular  collectabl 
This  hobby  has  brought  about  a  further  need  for  a  word  to  describe  what  is 
going  on.  A  person  will  produce  a  round  whose  design  is  attractive  to  another 
producer.  The  second  person  negotiates  a  "swap"  where  he  is  allowed  to  use 
this  obverse  die  and  combine  it  with  his  own  reverse.  We  end  up  with  one 
design,  and  two  different  reverses  from  two  different  producers.  In  some 
cases  there  are  three  reverses  for  the  one  obverse.  A  person  unaware  that 
two  different  rounds  have  been  minted  will  be  really  confused  when  he 
discovers  this  fact.  His  next  problem  will  be  trying  to  figure  out  which  is 
the  original  and  which  is  the  copy.  With  the  swapping  of  obverse  dies  back 
and  forth,  Harvey  Rose,  a  coin  dealer,  came  up  with  the  perfect  word  to 
describe  what  is  going  on.  lie  refered  to  them  as  "Swappos".  In  this  wav  thor 
is  no  attempt  to  tell  which  is  the  chicken  and  which  is  the  ege 

Yes,  MULCS  --  VARIATIONS  --  SWAPPOS  arc  all  words  having  the 
same  basic  meaning,  but  each  covers  a  specific  part  of  the  numismatic  hobby.

Coins  Ruled  Property, 
Not  Money 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  U.S.  gold 
and  silver  coins  that  are  worth  more  than 
face  value  are  not  money  but  property,  the 
Tax  Court  says. 

John  H  Lary  of  Huntsville.  AL.,  oper¬ 
ated  “Precious  Objects,"  a  business  which 
traded  in  coins,  jewels  and  oriental  rugs. 

In  exchange  for  part  of  his  inventory, 
he  received  U.S.  gold  and  silver  coins, 
including  double-eagle  $20  gold  pieces 
and  silver  dollars. 

In  recording  the  sale,  Lary  listed  those 
coins  at  face  value,  even  though  some 
were  worth  thousands  of  dollars. 

As  a  result,  his  business  reported  a 
loss  and  paid  no  federal  income  tax.  The 
Internal  Revenue  Service  refused  to 
accept  that  accounting  and  other  parts 
of  Lary’s  tax  return,  and  billed  him  for 
more  than  $55,000. 

In  Tax  Court,  Lary  argued  that  under 
the  law,  U.S.  gold  and  silver  coins  are 
legal  tender  at  face  value,  and  that  the  I RS 
is  obligated  to  accept  as  their  value  the 
figure  designated  by  Congress. 

Not  so,  the  court  held.  Two  appellate 
court  decisions  were  cited. 

“Where  coins  have  a  fair  market  value 
in  excess  of  their  face  value,  their  poten¬ 
tial  use  as  legal  tender  is  irrelevant." 
the  Tax  Court  wrote  in  a  decision  made 
public  this  week.  Thus,  for  tax  purposes, 
such  coins  are  not  money,  but  property 

The  bottom  line,  the  court  added,  is 
that  Lary  was  trying  to  deduct  a  loss 
when  no  loss  existed.

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Lead  Test  Strikes  and  Dies 


A  piece  of  soft  steel  is  used  when  cutting  a  die.  This  material 
makes  it  easy  to  cut  and  engrave  designs  on  it's  surface.  After  all  of  the 
art  work  has  been  done  and  checked  out,  this  piece  of  steel  is  then  heated 
and  hardened  to  withstand  the  tons  of  pressure  used  in  making  an  impression 
on  other  metals.  If  the  hardening  process  isn't  done  properly,  it  will 
cause  problems.  If  the  die  is  not  hard  enough,  it  will  soon  become  damaged 
and  worthless.  If  the  die  is  to  hard,  the  steel  becomes  brittle.  This  presents 
a  good  chance  for  the  die  to  crack  or  break. 


Lettering  and  engravings  are  completely  backward  on  the  die.  That  is, 
everything  is  in  reverse  in  what  is  called  "Mirror  Reverse".  Lettering  reads 
from  right  to  left.  Art  work  is  in  reverse.  Raised  parts  on  the  die  will 
cause  indentions  on  the  finished  product,  and  hollowed  parts  will  cause  raised 
parts.  ---  If  the  die  is  held  up  to  a  mirror,  the  reflected  image  will  give 
a  fair  indication  of  what  the  finished  product  will  look  like.  Imagination 
has  to  be  used  on  the  raised  or  hollowed  parts. 

I  am  sure  that  you  will  agree  that  holding  a  die  up  to  a  mirror  to 
check  for  flaws  is  a  bit  inconvenient.  A  far  better  way  to  get  a  true 
impression  of  what  things  will  be  like  is  to  make  an  impression  on  some  soft 
materiai.  Lead  and  leather  serve  this  purpose.  It  is  now  an  easy  matter  to 
check  for  flaws  or  other  things  needing  change.
